• Claims 10-13 have been cancelled 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art, 
Makoto et al. (JP7035455), disclose a compressor, a cooling fan for a compressor, a 
temperature sensor for physically measuring the temperature of the compressor, a 
temperature sensor at the discharge pipe of the compressor, and operates the cooling 
fan based on the temperature reading from the temperature sensors. Makoto et al. do 
not anticipate nor render obvious to turn on the cooling fan responsive to a 
determination that the air temperature is equal to or greater than the first temperature 
and that a temperature difference between an inlet and an outlet of at least one 
evaporator is less than a predetermined value. The prior art, Fujiwara (6,041 ,608), 
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teaches low temperature refrigerating device having small refrigerating capacity and 
operating a fan if a detected temperature is greater than a set temperature. Fujiwara 
does not anticipate nor render obvious to have a cooling fan arranged to cool a 
compressor and a controller configured to turn on the cooling fan responsive to a 
determination that the air temperature is equal to or greater than the first temperature 
and that a temperature difference between an inlet and an outlet of at least one 
evaporator is less than a predetermined value. The prior art, Yabuta et al. (JP5087432), 
Disclose a refrigerator that comprises a compressor, a cooling fan arranged to cool the 
compressor, and operates the fan when the temperature in the refrigerator detected by 
a temperature sensor becomes beyond a predetermined value. Yabuta et al. do not 
anticipate nor render obvious to have a controller configured to turn on the cooling fan 
responsive to a determination that the air temperature is equal to or greater than the 
first temperature and that a temperature difference between an inlet and an outlet of at 
least one evaporator is less than a predetermined value. Claims 14-18 are allowable 
because the prior art of record does not anticipate nor render obvious the combination 
set forth in the independent claim 14, and specifically does not show a refrigeration 
system using a hydrocarbon-based cooling comprising a compressor, a cooling fan 
arranged to cool said compressor, a controller configured to stop the cooling fan in 
response to a determination that the air temperature is less than a first temperature, the 
controller is also configured to start the cooling fan response to a determination that the 
air temperature is equal to or greater than the first temperature and that a temperature 
difference between an inlet and an outlet of at least one evaporator is less than a 
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predetermined value, said cooling fan operates to heat the hydrocarbon-based cooling 
medium at least to a temperature that reduces an amount of the hydrocarbon-based 
cooling medium dissolved in the machine oil to a level that reduces a sleeping 
phenomenon of the hydrocarbon-based cooling.
